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LORAND FENYVES started 
his concert career at the 
age of 13 in Budapest and 
Vienna under the baton of 
Felix Weingartner. He has 
served as concert-master 
for the Israeli Philhar- 
monic Orchestra and 
l’Orchestre de la Suisse 
Romande, and has made 
numerous concert appear- 
ances as soloist. Formerly 
Professor of Master 
Classes at the Geneva 
Conservatory of Music, he 
has recently joined the 
professorial staff of the 
Faculty of Music, 
University of Toronto. 


BELA SIKI early in his 
career won the piano 
competition of the Franz 
Liszt Society in his native 
Budapest; and the 
Concours International 
d’Exécutions Musicales in 
Geneva. He has con- 
certized extensively in 
Europe, North and South 
America, Australia, and 
the Far East. Formerly 
professor at the Budapest 
Conservatory and the 
Geneva Conservatory, he 
now holds a permanent 
professorial appointment 
at the University of 
Washington School of 
Music.
